Ata time when even the most 
devoted and unselfish of statesmen 
{night be pardoned for thinking only 
of his approaching end and his pri- 
vate affai.s, Earl Grey summoned his 
failing cnergies to utter a final word 
}in support of the ideals to which he 
had devoted his life. This message 
has been given to the world through 
Mr. Haro!d Begbic, the well known 
‘novelist and man of letters, who was 
.for some years intimately associated 
with the late E 3 

Such a mes comings 
from a statesman of proverbially lib- 
feral and progressive views, would at 
any time deserve the most serious 
consideration. But at such a period 
of stress and change as the present, 
{when the whole fabric of modern so- 
ciety has been thrown into the fiery 
crucible of war, it has a very special 
significance, Far more keenly than 
‘inost public men, Earl Grey realized 
ithe perils of liberty and progress in- 
| volved the great European strug- 
gle, peri's which might still exist, 
jeven if Germany were decisevly beat- 
en, These perils lie in the teng and 
bitter struggle between capital and 
labor, in the selfish tyranny of parti- 
sin politics, in the spirit of orid sac- 
erdotalism in the church, and in the 
{gencral tendencics of society towards 
}money-grabbing industrialism a 
materialistié standards of happiness. 
Earl Grey sounds a_ solemn last 
warning against these things, and 
makes « noble plea for that Anglo- 
Saxon unity ard that federalization 
of the empire in which he saw the 
,Ssurest hope for the peace and pro- 
gress of the wortd. 

While Earl Grey’s last message is 
jaddressed to the whole British em- 
pire, it has a special appeal for Can- 
is. Of all the great Dominions 
this is the one in which he took the

Steps to Prevent Dealers Profiting 
by Shortage of Bran and 
Shorts 


in order to prevent retail dealers 
taking advantage of tho scarcity of 
bran and shorts, to exa excessive 


Profits over the price fixed by the 
tood controller, the latter has order- 
ed that the retail price of bran and 
shorts, where cash is paid, must not 
exceed by more than ten cents per 
bag the cost fio.b. track at the deal- 
er’s station. In cases where pur- 
chasers take delivery direct from the 
car the profit has been limited to a 
maximum of five cents per bag. An 


extra charge may be made where 
credit is given and the bran and

6,640 tons of bran, shorts and mill 
feeds have been refused. Indeed the 
saving has been very much greater 
because the mills were definitely in- 
formed that licenses would not be 
issued for the exportation of such 
product Feed wheat has .all been 
Strained in Canada and more than 


2,850 tons of screenings huve also 
been saved from export, Arrauge- 
ments have been made which will 


keep the exportation of oats, barley 
and other feeds to a minimum except 
for shipments overseas by the allied 
nations. ‘ 

The food controller has been in 
constant communication with the 
authorities at Washington with a 
view of expediting shipments of corn 
into this country for feeding pur- 
poses. Arrangements have been 
made for its entry as soon as means 
of transportation have been provid- 
ed,

Manitoba Honey Crop 
Creating a Market in Preference to 
Imported Honey 


In spite of the fact that the yield 
of honey per hive was lower ‘than 
usual in 1917, owing to the increase 
in the number of hives, the Manitoba 
honey crop was greater than it was 
in 1916, and exceeded one million 
pounds. Much of the honey was 
gathered in the month of September, 

The high quality of Manitoba hon- 
ey is creating a market in preference 
to imported honcy, many lhousehold- 
ers being willing to pay a higher 
price for the home product. The av- 


erage price reccived by bee-keepers 
for the extracted honey w: nine- 
teen to twenty cents, or four to five 


cents more than the previous year.

“Canada leads the world in pro- 
duction of wheat per capita,” said 
Dr. C. A. Zavitz at the Western | 
Ontario Dairymen’s convention held 
at Stratford recently. “Our produc- 
tion is seventy and a half bushels 
per head of population, Argentina, 
Which ranks next in this respect, pro- 
duces fifty-six and a third bushels 
per capita, and the United 
forty-five and a third. Canada’s ex- 
portable surplus of wheat is six 
times that of the United States. 

In view of the existing wheat 
shortage, Dr. Zavitz again empha- 
sized the importance of growing 
more spring wheat this year, and 
again proved the groundlessness of 
the curreit belief that spring wheat 
in this province does not do so well 
as it formerly did.
